The first list of identified parasites of zoo-animals has been published in 1959 (Swierstra et al.). This sup¬ 
plementary paper presents a list of material, examined and identified in the period 1959-1963. 

Most of the parasites have again been collected by Dr. P. Zwart and Drs. F. G. Poelma, now at tbe 
Department of Exotic Animals, Institute for General Pathology, Veterinary Faculty, Utrecht, whose coopera¬ 
tion is gratefully acknowledged. 

Our thanks are also due to several taxonomists who identified parasites belonging to special groups, as 
stated in accompanying notes. 

The material is in the collection of the Institute for Veterinary Parasitology, State University, Utrecht 
(Biltstraat 172). A part of several samples has been handed over to the State Museum of Natural History,
